The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art of record, McKeown et al. (US 6,647,019) and Cisneros (US 
5,157,654), although in the same field of endeavor, fails to teach unique features of the 
instant invention as discussed in the argument by Applicant dated 1/12/2006. The cited 
art, alone or in combination fails to teach "a request generator, of a line card, to 
generate request signal to be transmitted to a destination line card to receive grant 
signal authorizing transfer of data (claims 44, 45, 68-70, 81 and 86), a switching device 
having request spray engine to receive request signals associated with destination card 
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and spray said signal to output ports (claims 67 and 87) and transferring flow control 
messages as claimed in claims 82 and 83.
